k'r.   Terrall   spent  about  a  week  in  inrestigating  a  nutnber  of  autyiOrities 
«hich  he  found  in  the  British  lluaeura  libmry,    and  he  Dado   careful  notoa  from 
several  of  tho  rnont  irnport-ant  books  ):o  thore  found   relative  to  the  Terrell 
family,   and   esp.^cially  relatinr,  to  the  far.ily  of  Tvrr^ll  -3?  Fojx  in  MorrRndy, 
from  which  tho  TvTrsill^,  ISXJ.*..lll2»   Tin^'-l)^.  riorrUlSu.  ^"d  all  tho  L'nglish 
etock  of  this  ntvre  havo   cone,   and  from  which  tha  Arerican  brRnche-s  havo 
sprang.      Thora  ware  a  great  nany  bocks  ha  found  existing  in  that   library  on 
tha  eubjeot  of  tho  genealogy  of  tho  Terroll  family;   howorer,   he  did  not  have 
time  to  examino  bat  a  few  of  them. 

The  roost  int-renting  book  found  nt  thft  British  J/useura  on  this  subject 
was  a  very   larg'^  book   publishi>d   in  tho   French   language,    called   in  Frcnclij 
"Histoire  Genenlogique  et  hc-raldiquo  de  la  "aison  des  Tyrell,    Sires,    puis 
PrincQs  de  Foix,    ct  des  Fairdlles  do  l.oyencourt   at  do  Poix."     From  this  book 
Mr,   Terrell  made   caroful  translatiovis  and  notes.     The  author  was  M.   Cuvillier- 
J^iorel-D'Acy  a  diotinguiahyd  archivist  and  gonealogiet  of  France.     Tho  book 
was  published  at  laris  by  the  author  at  40  Rue  )Zadame>  January  April  1869. 

The  author  states  that  tho  data  for  this  elaborate  history  of  the 
distinguished  fonily  of  T_vrrcll   de  Poix,    caae  from  raanuscripts  preserved 
for  many  centuries  in  tho  LOyoncourt  lar.iiiy,  which  was  related  to  the  TxrreDJ. 
family  through  descant  and  interaarriagss.     The  author  proceeds  to  describe 
the  location  of   Poii,   as  being  situated   tsrenty-six  kiloneters  southvyeat  of 
Amiens  and   one  hundred  and   sixteen  kilo^iaters  north  of   Paris,   on  the  rail- 
road  lino  from  Pnris  to   Calais,   and  on  the  line  froa  Amiens  to  Rouen.      (The 
nar/ie  of  the  village  of  Poix  is  pronounced    "Fo-ah''j  not    "Poy."  not   "Poyicks" 
F.H.T.)     He  gives  a  sketch  of  the   coat  of  arms  of  the  family  of  Tyrrell  de 
Poix.     Its  heraldic  description  ie  as  follossi      ''Of'   red,   with  a  silver  band, 
together  with   six   crosses  recrossed  and   pointed  in  gold,    posed   thrf^o  and 
three."     Referring  to   the  coat  of  arms  the  author  sayss      "It  is  in  this 
manner  that  this  coat  of  arms  is  represented  painted  in  the  historic  museum 
at   Versailles,   in  the  third  Hall  of  the   Crueadet3." 

The  author  saysj      Tho  ancient  House  of  tho  Tyrrell  $  cane  fron  Homendy, 
end  was  an  issue  of  the  first  Dukes  of  Nomandy,   and  very  old  and  distinguishsd. 
In  the  charter  of  the  primal   church  of  Rouen,    (in  1030)   l.'>i],t-?r  Tyral  is  nen- 
tioned,   and  is  there   stated  to  be  a  wealthy  noblenan,   and   a  close  kinsman 
°^   Fvoberti    :;uke  .of  Morrr-^.ndy.    (Remark   by   ?..    H.   Terrell:— The  I^nglich  name   of 
Walter  is    spnllad   in   ;rench,   _Ga  thior;    tho   Robert,    Du^re   of  iJomandy   hero 
mentioned,    is  tho  one  fainiliarly  kno-^m  as   'iobert  the  ;'a~nif iconti   and    some- 
times as  Rob'^rt  t!,o   T/eyilt      fifth  Duke  of  Nornandy,   who  was  the   father  of 
Williarr.  the  Goriqii'^ror.      ..alter  Tyrrell  was  probably  descenJed,    through  hi  a 
niatemal   line,   froE  ..'illiam  Longsword,   the  second  Duke,    or  from  Richard  the 
Fearless,   the  third  Buke  of  Honnandy,   as  the  fanily  was   "an  issue  of  the  first 
Dukea.")

"V.-hile   I  was   living  at   Drussole,   as  tho   .'in<;ricun  Hnvoy   to   Belgiuni,   my  brother, 
G'^UTal   Ch-'.rlos      «  ..T"-rr'^-]_l,    of   the   'Jnxtcd    -t^.tes   .'.my,   no«f  deceased,    pre:!?.rod 
a   little   pamphlet   tfhicn   h^:   publitjhed,    callod,    "The   Genealogy  of  the   Terrell 
Foraily."      In  as  r-iuch  no   this   little   pacphlrt,    prepared   by   hirn,    has  had   a 
rather  si-ide   circulation   airong  •.r,onb>irn   of   th'>   fa:?il/,   anJ   as   it    containol    several 
very  important   errors  vhich  he,   from  hafsty   sxomi.nation  of  what  few  authorities 
he   had,    unfittingly  injected   into  tho   peu-jphiot,      I   desire  to   correct   thera 
at  this  tirse. 

Upon  my  retujTi    froai  r.y  mission  abroad,   in   1S93,   I   called   his  attention  to  the 
fact  th;it,    on  the  first  pa;-:;e  of  his  piiraphlet,   he  had  made  tho  staterent  that 
Sir  iValter  Tyrroll  1.  was  a  sen  of  £iilk,   the  i)(ie.n  of  ?"vreux  and   Criolde,    nis  wife, 
end   that  this  was  a  ijrave  error.      I   think  he  had   seen  the   statcnent  in   some 
English  history   probably  rreoiran's   "..illia^;  Kufua,"   which  had   described   the 
killing  of   the   iJ-ng  by   oir  vj.alter  Tyrrell   11.      The  old  Krench  book   in   the 
British  .V.useum  hereinbefore   referred   to    shcaa,    ho*ov?r,   that   tJiis   statement 
could  not   possibly  be  true.      5ir  lialter  Tyrrell,   v.^b  an  issue  of  the  House 
of  riortmndy,    nnd  was  a   proriinont  and   <7ealthy  noblenian  in   i-icardy  at   the   same 
tiire,   if  not  beforo,   that  t»ie  ;:ean  cf    '-vreux  vv.is  cccupyins  hia  ecclesiastical 
position,      .^.oreover,   in   t'ne   second   volune   of   the  Historv'   of   !  orirandy,   written 
in   1143   by  Crdericus  Vitalis,    on  pago   IS 5,'  in  the  edition  published  by  Bohn 
in   18:i4,    there  appears  the  following   statement  as  a  foot  not^  to  a  reference 
to   Fulk,   the   D^an  of   i'vreux,    nfter  giving  an   account   of  his  n,arriagf^,    and 
the  nances  of  his  children,   and  nentioning  thit  one  of  then  was  named    ..-jlter 
Tirrol.      "T'hia   r-frcon  munt  not    be   cmfoundad  v.'ith   ;.s,}t''-r  Tyrrell,    Second 
Lord   of   ?oix,   who  is   supposed   to   have   been  tho  unintenticjial   cause   of  the 
death  of  Kin^  .-illiam  rlufus."     Nowhere  does  it  appear  in  Crdericus*    F-ii-itory 
thnt  lulk,    tho   i'San  of   Tvraux,   was  in   any  Aay  whatever  connf^cted  v.dth   the 
House  of  :,"orrsindy,   or  ¥<ith    Sir     alt'^ir  Tyrrell,   Lord   of  PoiXc      Fulk's  eon, 
'.Valt^r  Tlrrel;   was  cf  no   special  ir.portance  in  the  History  of  Nonrandy. 
Horeover,   in   the  third  voIu-tio  of  Ordoricua'    h'iotcry  of  -^orrcandy,   on  page 
263,    oher'^  he  ^ives  an  account  of  tho  death  of    -ilUain  ilufu^,   King  of   ;:ngland, 
he  ^ives   quite   a   careful   statf;rnnt   as   to  who    Ijir   .miter  Tyrrell  was,    and 
descFib^j.hiiSoH  §nd-\«^5n^3i^^y-fh2fnlii^-'hfgR^^!tat8^Ar;ofi5  ln^-iUlh%''lnH^ a 
|&?l£af   soldi'.T;   he  was,    therefore,   adn-ittod   to   fan;ilinr   intir.acy  tith   the 
King,    and    becarr.e  nis   constant   companion."     Lcrcover,    on   page   :io4,    sane  volumei 
Ordericue  rrakeg   reference  qIbo   to    oir  ualter  Tyrrell,    third  of  that  n.-^roe, 
as  having  founded   the   Abbey  of    Oelincourt    (as   I   have  describod   in  my  notes 
from  the  old   trench   book  in  th".  British  :.ugeun).     Orderic  also  in  a  foot 
note  on  page  204,   volunie  3,    spoaka  of  Hugh  Tyrrell  1,,    son  of   ..-alter  Tyrrell  111., 
who  went  on  a  Crusade  to  the  Holy  Land. 


In  vio^s  of  all  those  facts,    the   statement  in  my  brother's  parr.phlot 
that    iir  i^altor  Tyrrell,   Rn.i   the  fnti-.ily   of   Tyrrell,   vysro  dOLiccmdod   fx'crn   -•'eaii 
Fulk.    or  tho   House  of  Anjou,    is  an   error,   wfiicli  I   wiah   to   correct   ub  abaoJ.utcly 
unfoiinoed. 

Another  error  inay  here  be  noted,  rhich  is  found  in  Burke's  "Extinct  and 
Dcmnnt  tiarcaetcios, '♦  on  rsc?  ii3i.,   and  vrhich  htis  baen  repoatci  in  ciy  brother's 
pscpnlot,   as  roll  na  in  a  pariphlet   publish.sd   in  r,n,5lan-J  by   Pater  u,   Laurio^ 
caliad    "The   lyrQilB  of  ii':»ron,"  irhioh   litter  panphiat  will  bo  nar&in?.ftcr 
referred   to.      T.-.o  error  I   speak  of  is  in  m&ntioni;iri  thnt   Sir  ..alter  Tyrrell   1., 
who  hol.i    Ifinds  in   Hssex  county,   granted   him  by    .illiara  tho   C/nqueror,   was  the 
first   of   our   far-iily  to   live  in    England;    uiii   soconJly,    that   ho  -..as   eucceeJcd 
in  direct   line   by,    first,    his   son,    ^ir  :!-3nry   TYrroll;    and   tho   lattor  by  Ji_r 
^Ri chord;      end   hr-   by   3ir  Tciwrird;   and  ho   by   L,ir  Co.-.rr-^v;   and   ho   by   ..jr  JJ.ov..-)l» 
etc«,    dcv?n   to    oir  -^dearJ. 

■iow  in  paint  of  fsct,     ;ir  .iaitor  Tyrroll   1,   nover  llvri   in  ^n^l^i'-J  ^^  f-H* 
Truo   onojgh,   aa  I   hava    s'nojii  in  the  fcnier   p.>rt   of  thes^   notor,,   ho  took   p-xrt 
in  the   Cicnqueot  undsr  -.Villiani  tho   Conquoror,   an  1  roceivfid  a   Inrgc  ^rant  of 
lands  in   Kssex  coanty;    but  he  nevsr  lived  in   ::.ngland,   preforring,   as  did   his 
son,    graiidson  and   great   i_;randson,   and  nany  othor  iJonnan-^ngllsh  noblonon   of 
that  day,    to   live  in  iiia  Chateau  in  rieardy,    .vhere  he  had    large  possessions, 
and  where   he  was  already  a  titled  noblc:i:aii  of  vast   power   and  iiifliisnco.

died  in  rioardy  in  1159.      His  oldest   eon,    ^ir    .'i.ltor  Tyrrell  4     died   e.iortly 
after  succeeding  his  father,    without  chiidrsn,   c.ni  ■■cs.z   succeeded  by  his 
brother.,    oir  .iu-h  Tyrrell   11.  s  who  \&as  also  nsiiisd   Hugh »  ^ho   crossed  over  to 
England   in   about  the  year  1230  an:l   cetticd   upon   the  family   estates   in   Esjex 
county.

The   iJhriotian 
nati;Q,    ::uqhii   shich  is  also  found  in  connection  ^ith   so  tuany  cf  the   early 
English-Irish  branches  of  tho  fa;uily,    evidently  shows  that   the  origin  of

There  is  another  error  which  I  have  fT-equcntly  seen  in   stater.ents 
as  to  tne  prc;.rJLnent     rsecbors  of  the  Tyrrell  fa;nily  in  early  days,   anl  that  is, 
that  the  Chevnlior  jjayard  :iu  Terrsil,    the  Knight    'o-xnz  pour  et  sans  rerroachef" 
was  a  distinfjUis/ieu  n,enbor  of   our  farrdlyt      Tho  statesient  is  not   true.      The 
sumunie  Torrail,    is  not   at   r.lx   the   sv>rr.o  n>ir^Q  rj.&  ths   surnac'e   T/rrf^ll,    nor  is 
it    prcnouncfcd   in  anything   like  the   sane  r:.&nncr.      Tne  name   Terrc;il,   in  i-rench, 
tieans   "pottery   .icrks,"  and  is  pronouncod  in   trench,   as  nearly  as  I  can  e:;;pres8 
it  in  Knglish,    "Tor-rye,"     ThJ.s  fanily  was  a  :iurgundian  faniiy  fr-^m  the  eastern 
border  of   Firanco,   and  tho  gallant  Chevalier  was  bom  in  the  province  cf  ourgundy 
knovm  as  Dauphinc,   and   his  family  becar;o   entirely  extinct    shortly   after   nis 
death.      The    family  hsd  no   connection  whatever  itfith  tho  Tyrroll  do   ?oix  fa.-nily 
of  l-iorrandy  and   Picardy. 
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In  my  furth^ir  invosti^jations  in  tho  British  IJuseunij   I  car©  across  an  interaet-

IT-i-oo  wore  the   doscendnnts  of  Mup;h  T/rrall, 
ths  first  ancestor  in  ."ngl?.nd,   nnd    thoir  L:r!nor  Houso,    locntfid  ncp.r  Fast   Homdon. 
T-as  occuy-ipd   by  the  farilly  for  over  five  hundred   yoarsi    until  that    iuriicular 
branch  disd   out.

and  Oliibilliiios  in  Itally,    fc-as  the  conxjaiiding  general  of  the  crniies  of  Florence. 
A  magnificent   vortrnit   of   hin  hangs  up  noi-   in   the  Duomo   or  Cathedral  at   Flcronce, 
It'lly.      Tr.s   little   churcn  at   Vest   !:orndr,n,    ig  no*  undergoing  roctorution,    and 
all  of  those  relics  nro  most   carefully  prssei^ed.      Tha  livLng  of  this  C>;urch 
is  a  rectory;   nettin-  b   yoarly  V!?lue  of  1.147,  with  thirty-thri-o  acres  Cleb? 
land  and  n  residence,    held   since   1894  by  the   'leverend    Sidney  Charles  .'.'Dnovan, 
;/,A.,   Oxford   University.      A  rectory  house  was  built  in  1877  at   the  vilJ-^ti-e  of 
Hfirongate.      The  village  ir   about   three-fourths   of  a  mila  north  of  the   church. 
About  a  r.iio  froc^   the   old    chnpal  and   Roout   ons-fcurth  of  u  rrdle   froin  thf 
village  of  Herongate,   is  the  site  cf  the  old  I'aiior  Housc^  of  Horcn  Hall,   the 
hone  of  the  Tyrrells  of  Haron  for  over  five  hundr^^d   year;:.      Heron  Hall  '^as 
built  in  the  thirteonth  or  fcurteo-ith   century.      It  -kzs  an  imposing  edifioe, 
conGtructed   of  brick,   irith  a  large  central  qundrangalar  court,   and  an  extensive 
terrace  on  the  s^ast   side,    entirely   surrounded  by  a  r.oat,      it  each  of  the  four 
corners  stood  wassive  round   towers.      Tho  old  building  was  destroyed  about  one 
hundred  years  ago  or  rrioro^   and  no  trace  of  it   crin  now  bs   socnj   but  ths  c.ld  '-.oat, 
which   surrounded  the  Mall,   is  still  in  existence  and   contains  vrator;    a  small 
portion   cf  the  old  z^.rien  wall  is  aire   still   to  ho  se^in.      lae  Hill  was   located 
on  a  noble   site,    cotrr-.andirg  a  vie-  of  twenty  n;ilss  of  tha  valley  of  ths  Tha;r.es, 
and    hills   of  Kent.      The   plan   of   old   Heron  Hall,    as  it   forr.'?rly   existed,  -.rade  in 
1788,   ray   bo,  seen  at   the   residence   of   J'r.    laurie,    knovro   -is  H".roncourt>   adjacent 
to  tiie  village  of  Herongate.      I   called  i'r.    teuris' s  attention  to  the  fact,    as  I 
have  before  stated  in  these  notes,    that  his  pairphlet  in   stating  that   Sir  .Valtnr 
Tyrrell,   was  the  first  of  the  Tyrrells  tc    locate  in  England,  \i^a  in  error,   and 
that  the   statement  which  he  had   probably   taken  from  Burko,    giving  Sir    .alter' s 
descendants  as    .vir   Henryi    oir   :{ich;<rdt    etc.   down   to     .ir   .-"d-.7a?;d»   was  also 
erroneous  as  shown  by   the  :iore  accurate  old  yronch  history,   which  I  found  in 
the  British  r-cuseura.      Mr.    Laurie's  panphlet  refers  niore  particularly  to  that 
branch  of  tho     Tyrrells   of   lieron,   which   reraainfld    located   nt  tho  eld   hor^e  cf  the 
family,   end  which  branch  died   cut  in  the  latter  part  of  tho  eighteenth  century, 
when  its  last  laember,   the  Counjfcesa  o£   Arr;vn.    diod. 

Durtng  this   same  nonth  of   -Vajust,   1906,   I  visited  the  old   University  tov.-n 
of  Oxford,   and   in  looking  over  the  .UurarJ.   rcgintors  of  that  Univercity  I  found 
that    Sir  Tir.othy,  TYrrell,    of   Oaklov   in  Buc<->8,    as  well  ng  his   sen,    .:ir  .   Tire  thy  1.1. , 
were  both  grvdu.itec  cf  the  Univ-Tsity  of  Oxford.

As  I  have  above  re3ntitr,ed,   in   coiso  pa'jiphl'--t3  touching  the   gsn^alo/^y  of  the 
Terrell   f^irily,    recfintly   publifihod   by   svir^e  ox    its  n:er.ibers  in  Virj-rinia,   the    stato- 
nent   ia  mnde  thnt   the   :'irst   Torroll  anceetcr  in  Virginia   s-as  a   zoa  or   grandson  of 
Sir  Ti'i-.othy  Tyrrell  of  Caklpy  in  Bucks  and   t^.oy  point  to   the  nany   "Timothy's"  in  the 
generations   in    v'lrginia.      In  Burko'a   iork  on    -xtiact  Baronetcies,    hei'oinbefore 
referred  to,    he  ^ivos  in  a  foot  note  on  P'isj's   3S5  -on  apparently  full   list  of  the
